In Rome, I worked in a soup kitchen ran by the St. Egidio community. 
This lay community began in 1968 when ten high school students decided 
to gather regularly to listen to the words of the Gospel, and, above all, to 
put them into practice. Soon they began working with poor children and 
educating them. Today St. Egidio serves the poor with soup kitchens, 
organizes summer camps for mentally or physically disabled, assists 
immigrants, etc. 

Every year they hold the "Pranzo di Natale" (Christmas Dinner) in the 
Basilica of Santa Maria in Trastevere. This year they served 2,000 people. 
Lunch guests include the homeless, the elderly, street children, needy 
immigrants, the disabled, gypsy families, and even lonely well-off people 
who have no one to care for them. All are personally invited by written 
invitation. 

"This feast of the family was born from the meaning of family lived 
with the poor, from a personal awareness of their pain," writes Andrea 
Riccardi, St. Egidio's founder. "The Christmas lunch wants to recognize, 
in a concrete way, the great dignity of the poor, the smallest of the 
brothers of Christ." 

Recalling how Jesus was born in a manger, a place of poverty, he notes 
that God "is never ashamed of the poverty of his Son, and never 
abandons him, even in the abyss of death." "This is Christianity!" he 
writes. 

Church pews are removed and replaced with dining tables, each 
attractively decorated. Volunteers then go round each table, serving a 
three course meal with wine. Other volunteers dine with the guests. "We 
want to not only give food to the poor but to eat with them and talk with 
them," says Deacon Alberto Quattrucci, a St. Egidio member and one of 
the co-founders of the lunch. "One bread is to be eaten; the other is 
friendship." 

The original idea came from Archbishop Vincenzo Paglia, also a co¬ 
founder of St. Egidio, and now president of the Pontifical Council for the 
Family. As a student of history, he had learned that Pope St. Gregory the 
Great had done something similar. At the end of the 6th century, St. 
Gregory opened the doors of churches so the poorest could eat at a time 
of crisis when Rome was struck by civil disorder and violence. He himself 
prepared the triclinium pauperum, a table for the poor, where he hosted a 
meal every day for a dozen poor people of Rome. 

Sometimes when we stand up for the right to life of the unborn, people 
say things like. Why doesn't the Church spend the same energy in caring for 
the poor? We do. The community of St. Egidio is a living example of how 
we have cared for the poor for 2,000 years. They have the same dignity as 
the unborn, like every human being.

• What is an experience that you have had that "lets 
the oppressed go free?" 

Because Jesus freely chose to bring good news to the 
poor and showed a special love for them, Francis 
wanted to imitate Christ and work with social 
outcasts and the poor, something he had never 
imagined himself doing. He had always possessed a 
generous spirit but struggled to identify with those 
in need. In fact, he admits in his final testament that 
the turning point in his conversion was his 
willingness to serve lepers. The change came when 
he left behind the security of his social structure and 
comfortable lifestyle to care for the lepers and the 
poor, to spend time with them and to eat with 
them. Living with the poor awakened to him the 
poverty and suffering of Christ. 

Francis response to living the gospel challenges 
the typical social categories that define our lives and 
keep us isolated from each other. By living among 
the poor lepers and the sick, and by welcoming 
everyone whether friend or enemy, he prods us 
towards a wider understanding of community, one 
in which no one is excluded. He reminds us that God 
can be found in the poor, sick, lonely, unemployed, 
and powerless because God is known in 
vulnerability. This image of the vulnerable, poor God 
is the heart of Francis's spirituality. This is what 
encouraged him to seek out the weakest members of

"Pope Benedict XVI spoke earlier this year about his 
worry that religious liberty in the United States is 
being weakened. He called religious liberty the 
"most cherished of American freedoms." However, 
unfortunately, our most cherished freedom is under 
threat. Consider the following: 

• HHS mandate for contraception, sterilization, and 
abortion-inducing drugs. The mandate of the 
Department of Health and Human Services 
forces religious institutions to facilitate and 
fund a product contrary to their own moral 
teaching. Further, the federal government 
tries to define which religious institutions are 
"religious enough" to merit protection of 
their religious liberty. 

• Catholic foster care and adoption services. Boston, 
San Francisco, the District of Columbia, and 
the State of Illinois have driven local Catholic 
Charities out of the business of providing 
adoption or foster care services—by revoking 
their licenses, by ending their government 
contracts, or both—because those Charities 
refused to place children with same-sex 
couples or unmarried opposite-sex couples 
who cohabit. ..."
